Why Not Confer ? 


We ventured last week to suggest that the time had come for an effort to . 


“nd common ground between all Jews upon the Jewish National question, 
We threw out a proposal for a Conference of leading Jews, Zionists and 
non- Zionists, in the allied countries, to be called together under the «gis 
of the British Government, which it is known is taking deep interest in the 
subject. We have pleasure in publishing this week a letter from Sir LIONEL 
ABRAHAMS warmly endorsing our plea for unity. Sir LioNnEeL lays down 
the proposition that “ there is ample ground for common action between 
reasonable Zionists and reasonable non- Zionists,’ and there is, in our 
view, very strong argument in favour of an earnest attempt being made 
to ascertain whether that in fact is not true. Meetings held up and down 
this country, gatherings wonderful in their composition and enthusiasm 
called together in the United States and Canada, the unmistakable senti- 
ment of emancipated Russian Jewry, all prove with convincing force that 
the Jewish masses are in a vast majority stirred by the Nationalist ideal. 
But it is absurd and fatuous to deny the existence of opposition, and to 
pooh-pooh it or toss it aside as of noconséquence. For the Jewish case is 
peculiar in moresenses than one. The struggle for their National recogni- 
tion is being carried on by our people divorced from their land, which they 
necessarily must regain before they can hope for anything like a full 
emergence of Jewish National spirit from the academic to the 
practical, Notwithstanding the Jew’s supreme claim to Palestine, 
it is by no means uncontested. It follows that divergence 
among Jews, which in the case of other peoples striving for 
nationhood might be negligible, ia their case may serve to damn 
the whole of the brilliant prospects at the moment before the movement. 


The Danger of Division. 

Tuis is no mere idle phantasy. The danger is seen by non-Jewish 
friends like Commander WEDGWoOD, M.P., who emphasised it in the 
clearest terms at a meeting which he addressed in the Queen’s Hall last 
Sunday. Nor does the danger of discord end at the obtaining by Zionists 
of some National recognition by this or that Power or combination of 
Powers. That is not their goal; but the building up in Palestine of 
the foundations of the Jewish Nation re-born and revitalised. Does it 
not stand to reason, then, that for this mighty work every ounce of Jewish 
energy and capacity will be needed in order to insure the success, without 
which we are bound to risk disaster the very gravest? It is clearly the 
duty of Jews to close up their ranks on this matter which goes to the very 
vitals of the race. On such a question division should be unthinkable. Yet 
division there is and there will be unless steps be taken betimes for ensuring 
unity. We have before our eyes the grim and awful tragedy of generations 
in the case of a people struggling for National rights divided against itself, 
even though the division, in point of numbers, has always been as glaringly 
unequal as we doubt not are those of Zionist and anti-Zionist among Jews. 
Yet Irishmen have all along been in possession of their country. But the 
Jew is, notwithstanding, in better case than the Irishman, insomuch as 
we believe there has never been, speaking generally, anything like the 
bitterness of feeling among us that has transfused the sister isle. Most, 
or a great deal of the original divergence, too, has passed out of the 
<ionist controversy.

The Call for Unity, 


EXTREMISTS on either side, it is possible, will not take too kindly 
to our suggestion—that is, perhaps, the way of extremists. Some 
Zionists, for instance, may fear that a sacrifice of principle will result. 
But surely they are strong enough in their faith to resist anything of the 
sort in any circumstances. They may dislike and be afraid, too, of the 
delay involved in a conference. But, after all,a few weeks added to 
<,000 years of waiting should make no extravagant demand on their 
Patience. ‘ Haste and shoddiness,” to use Mr. ZANGWIL1'S expressive 
phrase, are as much to be avoided in Jewish as in non-Jewish affairs— 
we rather think, by the by, that Mr. ZANGWILL was addressing himself 
particularly to thg former. If it were criminal—and it certainly would 
be—to throw away the golden opportunity that now presents it self, it 
would be only one degree less wrong to mar it by incontinent speed. 
(ven if there be delay for the moment the Movement in the long run will 
be hastened immeasurably if practical unanimity throughout Jewry can 
be obtained. Some non-Zionist extremists, on the other hand, will per- 
chance refuse to listen to any conference proposal. They will bave no part 
or lot with Zionists, and cannot abate the rigidity of their antagonism. 
We would venture to remind any such that it is not thus that a people 
is governed or that history is made. Such an attitude is the stubborn- 
ness of the theorist, not the wisdom of the man of affairs struggling to 
deal with the world as he finds it. We would ask these gentlemen whether 
it is not worth while doing something for the highest ideal that has ever 
been nourished by our people, the ideal that moves the Jewish race to-day 
as no other moves it. We would ask them whether an aspiration which 
commands the support that Zionism does among Jews and non-Jews 
aye, and let it not be forgotten, is well capable of being employed in the 
highest service of this country and the Allied Governments, and may 
be brought to play a large part in securing the peace of the world—is 
not worth sympathetic consideration and a great deal of unbending. 


“Face to Face.”’ 


Tuis is no case for stiff, unyielding hostility. It is a case for leaving 
no stone unturned that can help in uniting the Jewish people in a cause 
which for the vast majority of our brethren in faith is an idealistic 
striving to which they look to raise the Jewish moral and increase its prestige 
throughout the world. The anti-Zionists may demur that they do not so 
view Jewish Nationalist strivings. But these Jews who are clearly hope- 


lessly out of touch with the feeling of the majority ot their fellow-Jews the 


world over ought not to set themselves against the Jewish hopes of others 
and their fond aspirations, whatever may be the outlook upon their future 
as Jews which they cultivate. Their attitude to-day is, we are convinced, 
largely the result of misunderstanding and unworthy fear, which a Confer- 
ence gathered together in mutual goodwill would do much to disperse. A 
Conference, too, by bringing both sides to the controversy face to face, will 
get rid of a deal of mutual prejudice. It will carry the issue,ina sense, into 
the open and freeus from that secret agitation which is one of the worst 
features of the present situation. 
bringing their personal influence to’bear, in the Jewish name, the exact 
and proportionate right they have to be heard on a matter that is essen- 
tially one for the Jewish people. We shall no longer have the tragi- 
comedy of .men venturing privately to oppose Jewish strivings, whose 
connection with Judaism is of the most attenuatedkind, and who are listened 
to because of the non-Jewish positions they occupy in the State. The con- 
ference willin short, enable the Government to determine the reconcileable 
and irreconcileable elements in their true magnitude and adjust their cause 
accordingly. We say, “the Government,” because, as we contend, the 
Government themselves should call this gathering together. They have 
an interest in eliminating disputes, and in inaugurating the Palestinian 
movement under the best auspices. ‘Their whole activity on the matter 
would be rendered easier by an agreed policy. We hope that they will 
take this initiative, and we are confident that no Jew worthy of the 
name—no Jew with a just appreciation of the world, its politics, his own 
people and their history—will resist the call for unity among Jews on 
this question of questions for our people. 


The Chief Rabbi’s Appeal. 


Tue Cnrer RABBI, in a sermon which we print in another column, makes 
a powerful plea for the provision of what he calls Jewish Religious War 
Literature. A prominent member of the Community addresses to usa 
strong protest against the Chief Rabbi's appeal, on the ground that, while 
the movement may be suitable to a time of peace, it is not right in a time of 
war, with the many grave demands it entails upon our compassion and sym- 
pathy. Weare sorry that we cannot see eye to eye with our correspondent, 
His letter does scant justice to the need for “ fortifying"’ our men at the 
front in their faith (to use the Cuier Rapsi's phrase). He forgets 
that, as Dr. HERTZ reminds us, “the entire generation of the men of 
to-day and to-morrow are battling in the various theatres of war '’— 
battling, let us add, under conditions that tend sometimes to deaden the 
religious sense, arid to call in question all that they have learned in the 
happy days of peace. It is not wise that we should leave them uncared 
for spiritually, and we cannot put off the beginning of the spiritual effort 
till the dawn of peace.

It will assign to all those who are now’. 
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nothing will be done. Surely itis far better to seize, as the Curer Raeet 
{s wisely attempting to, the opportunity of the war emergency and 
enthusiasm to embark upon a work which is needed for both war and 
peace, but which in the reaction after the events of to-day might well find 
no supporters. It is true that there is much pbysical suffering to heal. 
When in Jewish history was there not? If we were to defer all 
religious and intellectual effort till Jews ceased to suffer and sorrow, 
then we fear that Judaism and Jewish intellectuality would be closed 
books. 


Communal Foreign Affairs. 


Tie Board of Deputies took an important step forward on the path of 
reform on Sunday when it appointed a Foreign Affairs Committee. This 
is the first time such a body has been set up in the Community. It 
symbolises the movement which has brought about the present position 
of the Board. It marks the end of the old Conjoint Committee system, 
as we have known it in the past. And its membership is such as to give 
promise that the Foreign Afiairs of the Community will be wisely and 
prudently conducted. The Moard also carried a resoluticn instructing the 
Lew 
could be arrived at with the Anglo-Jewish Association for harmonious 
action in these matters. If this means that the Board is to recognise the 
Angio- Jewish Asseciation as an independent body in the domain of Com- 
munal foreign questions, with whom an arrangement for co-operation is 
to be reached, then it is patent that the old system would be partially 
restored and that the action which led to the new situation would be 
largely stultified and rendered nugatory. But if it is intended 
that the Association should send its representatives to the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the Board, then, of course, a very 
different complexion is put upon the transaction. The arrange- 
ment would still, in our view, be’ incomplete, because, although 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, by reason of its Foreign interests and the 
traditions of its work, might reasonably look for preferential treatment 
among the crganisations with which the Board, through its newly- 
appointed Committee would co-operate, there are many other bodies 
whose representation. is equally desirable. But such a wide operation 
would no doubt take time, and in the meanwhile it is desirable to obviate 
the possibility of any further friction or misunderstanding. We trust, 
and believe that this is the “inwardness" of fhe resolution which was 
passed last Sunday—any other would be inexplicable in the light of past 
events—and we note with special satisfaction the formal statement by 
Sic Srvart Samcet and Mr. that the Foreign Affairs 
~ Committee will on no account pledge the Board to any policy without 
first consulting it. That is certainly no inconsiderable evidence of a 
very welcome change. 


Centenary of Graetz. 


Next Wednesday marks the centenary of the birth of the eminent 
Jewish historian, Professor GrAerz. Itis a signal day in Jewish annals, 
and we deeply regret the world calamity which makes a fitting celebra- 
tian of this distinguished man, who was perhaps more a Jew than a 
German, impossible. It is twenty-six years since the historian died, and 
itis significant of the value of his chief literary work—his history of the 
Jewish people—that it still retains its hold upon the race. It is difficult 
to exaggerate the service which Grarrz, by this monumental achieve. 
ment, rendered to Jewry, and it is an unbappy reflection that he did not 
live to see that growth among Jews of interest in their own past, which we 
have seen with deep satisfaction for a number of years past, and which 
must have been due in no small measure to his labours. This is not the 
place to deal ia detail with the views of the famous historian—though we 
recall with pleasure that not a few of these he contributed to the 
columas of the Jewish CHRONICLE. We cannot enter into the various 
controversies of an active life which brought him into conflict alike with 
“ Orthodoxy " and “Reform.” But we cannot refrain from the wish that 
be had lived to see this day, when the Palestinian aspirations of the 
Jewish people have become matter for Governmental interest—and 
favour. There are some who believe that the historian would have been 
among the foremost protagonists of Zionism. As Mr. ELKAN ADLER 
pointed out at the meeting of the Jewish Historical Society last July, 
“Graetz had a high opinion of Anglo-Jewry, and thought that they 
could give a lead to the Jewry-of the Universe, because they were quite 
free to retain their traditions and their love for Palestine, or, as he had 
expressed it in his own words, ‘ They could love their fatherland, and at 
the same time the land of their fathers.’”" May English Jewry remain 
faithful to this lead in this the crisis of Jewish fate! We hope that the 
day is not too far distant when Jews will be able, as Jews, to honour the 
memory of one of the greatest of their sons in modern times; and we 
can think of no better way than the publication of a Students’ Graetz—a 
volume based upon his great work, which will popularise immensely the 
labour of his life, for which he has placed Jewry for all time under 
the deepest obligation. rig

are in sympathy with the spirit of Mr. SAMUEL'S 
tion, we cannot agree with its central proposition. Our correspondent’s 
main contention appears to be that because the unit in question 
is almost entirely composed of Jews therefore it should be styled 
“Jewish.” But a moment's consideration suggests that such an 
application of the word is not too logical and may be dangerous. At 
least, hitherto, it has been resisted by Jews whenever in any other con. 
nection it has been so employed. And, we contend, rightly’; because the 
word “ Jewish" cannot be limited in its connotation to the solitary point 
of personal composition. To call something by that name means tot 
merely that it is Jewish in body, but that it has some or all the other 
qualities attaching to the Jews—that it is specifically “ Jewish,’ for 
instance, in purpose, ideals, or outlook. It would not be easy to attach. 
such a significance to the Battalion in question as brought into beiog 
by the Government. The term “ Jewish” is, we know, in a loose 
and general way applied to anything in which our people take purt, 
and when no question affecting Jews as a whole is raised it is let 
pass without demur. Indeed to cavil at its use in such circumstances 
would be pedantic. Butitis altogether different when the application 
of the word “Jewish carries with it a far wider implication than the 
personal one.

“Bearing on Jewish Interests.”’ 


Suprose such a possibility as that of some reprehensible under- 
taking or occupation entirely or almost exclusively in the hands of Jews. 
Should we be happy to hear that occupation called a ‘ Jewish " trade— 
just because it is plied mainly or exclusively by those belonging to our 
people? Would that not inflict upon us a grievous and undeserved 
wrong? We should contend in such case that the term “ Jewish " was 
being given a narrower application than it really possessed, and that 
Jews generally were thus being unfairly treated. But, with what 
degree of confidence could we advance such an argument when we 
desired to save ourselves from shame, if we ignored i, 
when by so doing we perceived the chance of glory? It is this point 
that we have in mind when we say that in our view the proposition which 
our correspondent lays down is untenable and may be dangerous. 
Indeed we have had a signal illustration of the same method of argumeat 
in the constant description by the Times, for example, of certain German 
journals as “ Jewish” because their production is carried on by mea 
who are Jews or of Jewish origin. If the applicability of the expressiot 
is to be determined in the mantier Mr. SAMUEL suggests, then, to give 
an example, a butcher’s shop selling kosher meat, if carried 0% 
as is frequently the case, by non-Jews, might be denominated a Christiat 
trade! We have thought it necessary to take+the attitude we have vpo" 
this matter because we have more than once shown, apart from the mere 
official designation of the unit in question, that it has a very direct and 
practical bearing upon Jewish interests. It is not by any means a mere 
point of hair-splitting or idle dialectics. Nor does it in the least prejudice 
the claim which the coreligionists comprised in the Battalion bave upoa 
their fellow-Jews for help and aid in the form of all that is meant by 
“ Comforts,” the appeal for which we heartily supported two weeks ago

The Jew’s Friday Night. 


Lifting the Portcullis. 


HAT great thought of Robert Louis Stevenson—'‘ To improve the 
golden moments of opportunity within our reach and catch the 
good that is, is the great art of Life’’—has been before now 
juoted in this column, It seems to the present writer to point 

.- 4 faculty which, paradoxically enough, Jews have to the full and overflow- 
- as individuals but which is much lackingin us as a people. There are 
. beings on earth whose record of life is more persistently one of improving 
solden moments of opportunity within their reach and catching the 
cood that is, than the average Jew in whatever clime or latitude he 
,ay be found. There is no people, on the other hand, so patently as the 
‘ewish, did we. search the world from end to end, whose history tells of 
-olden moments of opportunity impaired and of the good that is, missed or 
sored. Itis an enigma, this diversity between the Jew individually and 
» Jew in the mass, which shows itself at many a point and is not matched, 
odeed scarce repeated at all, in the case of any other folk. It is a pecu- 
rity quite ample for characterising us as a peculiar people, upon which it 
‘ld not be difficult to dilate from many points of view. For instance, 
he riddle is surely insoluble how it is that people who as individuals, are 
-iving freely and unstintedly of their all—their life, their limbs, their 
‘reasure—in the war, the cause that justifies which being in essence 
passionate adherence to the National idea, reject the same idea with con- 
‘empt and disdain when it is proposed to apply it to these same peopie 
ggregately.” And, let us appreciate the paradox to the full, these individual 
Jews are just they who proclaim with all the energy at their command, that 
‘hey are as the Nations among whom they live and for whom they are so 
een upon preserving the National idea. It would seem as if someone 
-ing coined concerning them the appellation ‘ eternal paradox,"’ Jews teel 
themselves bound to live up to the part. 


| UT our incapacity to improve the golden moments of opportunity within 
our reach and catch the good that is—-as a people—is remarkable in 
mall, and consequently smaller things when placed in comparison with the 
creat one to which I have casually alluded. Yet | am by no means sure 
‘hat the particular matter to which I desire to draw attention is accurately 
described as a small one. Its conmseyuences may be far from small, they 
_y be widespread and extensive. We are constantly deploring the 
circumstances that cause a steady driit from the synagogue and from all 
religious influence in Jews. We look upon the difficulties that beset the 
one who would devote to religious exercise the Sabbath day—the calls of 
business and pleasure that drag him away from service in a place of wor- 
hip, and—well, we go on looking, and the drift goes on too. Here, it would 
eem, is a telling example of our neglecting the golden moments of oppor- 
tunity within our reach, and failing to catch the good that is. For, because 
the Sabbath day cannot be observed strictly and entirely, we allow every 
vestige of the great idea of it to vanish out of the lives of countless Jews and 
jewesses. And then we wonder and deplore the steady exodus of our 
people, in these days, from Judaism. As individuals we would never be so 
fatuously inept. A like leakage, in our businesses, for instance, would find 
3 with a remedy long before so much damage that was irretrievable had 
been sustained. 


T has often occurred to me that upon the principle advocated by 
Stevenson of making the best of the circumstances as we find them, 

ot making the best of the material we have—or have leit—a great deal 
night be done, which is not, to save something of the Sabbath-idea to large 
numbers of our people. I mean that much could be done by popularising 
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: in a religious sense the Eve of Sabbath and restoring the Jew's Friday 


night. In all the long range of our ritual, there is nothing more beautiful 


or more calculated to upraise and spiritualise those who observe 
it than the Eve of Sabbath as the Jew traditionally conceived 
it. Its joyful happiness, the contented thankfulness which is 


its pervading sentiment, gives a high, sane, and sober tone to the faith 
of Jews, eliminating from it all tendency to ascetic morbidity into which 
Judaism has from time to time bere and there become perverted, either by 
reason of its own misteaching or by its assimilation to other creeds. The 
home in which the Sabbath Eve is observed, in which it remains an institu- 
tion, remains jewish, whatever its backslidings from Jewish practice may 
be in other respects. That in which the Jew's Friday night is disregarded 
has lifted the portcullis to the foe that relentlessly will destroy every 
vestige of Judaism within its borders. And have we any doubt of the 
extent to which the Sabbath Eve, which could be observed consistently 
with all reasonable demands of business and with what are called material 
needs, is disregarded? Nay, let us be frank: are we unaware of the fact 
that its observance among large sections of our people is year by year becom. 
ing more and more a rarity? We Jews are thus throwing away recklessly, 
needlessly, in mere heedlessness what, conserved and tended, would be for 
us one of our choicest possessions—not only religiously but socially and 


spiritually, a potent aid to our soundness, vigour, and healthfulness, moral 
and physical. 


[HE extent to which the Jew’s Friday night is disregarded a true 

experience, the story of which came to the present writer a few days 
ago, will illustrate. Staying with some Jewish friends in a provincial town 
a gentleman was informed by his host at lunch on Friday that the latter 
had secured tickets for the theatre’s evening performance. The visitor 
excused himself and explained that he never went to a place of entertain- 
ment on Sabbath Eve. “Oh!” said the host, “I did not know that you 
were froom, but Friday is a favourite evening for the theatre here.”’ 
The guest said he had supposed that Saturday evening was the 
one generally chosen, “Not by the better people,” was the 
reply; ‘‘on Saturday evening the place is filled with polackim!” 
The visitor naturally expressed regret at in any way upsetting 
his host’s theatre plans, and begged him not to mind his guest or 
vary his arrangements, especially as the host mentioned that his lady had 
set her heart on seeing the play that evening. “I will see if —— will 
come instead,” said the host proceeding to the telephone. No! could 
not. “Is —— froom?"’ queried the visitor. “ Not in the least,’’ was 
the reply, ‘but he has cards on at his house to-night!" There will not 


be much donbt about the exact provincial Jewry in which this incident 
occurred, 


UT if a revival of the Jew’s Friday night is to take place, if the Sabbath 
Eve is to regain its popularity, the Synagogue must take a leading 
hand. Itcando so by the manner in which the beautiful service is 


rendered, it can do so by encouraging congregants to attend it. It is 
ridiculous to suppose that people will, in the circumstances in which Jews are 
placed to-day, constitute a congregation Friday by Friday at varying times 
reaching from 3.30 in the Winter afternoons to (in some instances) past 8 
during Summer evenings. There should be a fixed time for the service all 
the vear round, because there is no reason why it should’necessarily begin 
at the exact legal hour of the commencing of the Sabbath, and because, as 
a matter of fact, there are many weeks during the year when thé »two—the 
service and the legal time for commencing Sabbath—do not colt{cide. 
Some years ago an attempt at such a service was made, Bat 
it met with failure for three reasons. 
Chief Rabbi damned the experiment by insisting upon the holding of the 
ordinary service at the legal time, thus constituting one or the other of the 
two services a shadow celebration. In the next place the experiment was 
made in a timid, half-hearted way at one or two Synagogues, instead of 
under general order. And in the last place, the experiment was not given 
a fair chance, but was relinquished as hurriedly as it was undertaken. It 
is well to mention these things—at least, so it appears-—in order to dispose 
in advance of the plea that, the thing having been tried and found utterly 
wanting, there exists no reason for hoping that any success could attend 
such a departure as is here advocated. Ona the other hand, we know that 
on the Continent and in America, where Synagogues have instituted 
presentable services at reasonable times on Friday evening, they have 
done much to draw Congregants to the house of worship and to ensure a 
revival of the Jew's Friday night in their homes, 


HIS is not a small. matter, even when set against the large questions 
that are facing Jewry. For our people are a people of religion, a 


people whose mission is the perpetuation of religious faith, or they have no . 


place in the economy of nations or in the catalogue of the peoples of the 
world. The retigionslos Jew is an anomalous abortion, an eyesore to his 
neighbours of every faith, a burdensome excrescence. upon the Jewish body- 
politic. If we can secure the Sabbath Eve—that as a minimum—to the 
Jew, if we can restore to him his Friday night, we shall have made sure 
that. he will not. have altogether lost his Judaism, his Jewish religion. Let 
that institution, aptly glorified and idealised as the greeting by the lover of 
his bride, fall into oblivion and we shall have buried with it the religious 
sentiment that differentiates our people and marks them out from the rest 
of the nations of the earth.

GERMAN BRUTALITY, 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
The lawlessness and capricious behaviour of the German authorities 
in the invaded provinces of Russia is causing serious hardships to our 
coreligionists, in addition to the economic trouble. The Commandant 
of a townlet erdered the Jews to remove from three streets because he had to 
pass through those streets on the way to lis office, and objected to meeting so 
many Jews. Even the officer who was instructed to execute the order was too 
kind-hearted to witness the tragedy of turning our people into the fields (there 
were no other bouses available for them). He therefore ejected only part of the 
Jewish tenants. The others bad to abstain from showing themselves in the 
streets as far as they could. 

In another townlet the German Commandant compelled the Jews to close 
their shops for three days for disobeying a stupid restriction. 

Jews are sent to prison for failing to “subscribe” to the State Loan, and are 
fined or arrested for forgetting to bow to German officers or for not getting out 
of their way on the pavement. In some places our coreligionists may not walk 
on the pavement when they see a German officer on it. In addition, Jews and 
Jewesses are abducted, not only for forced State labour, but often also have to 
supply men to assist officers in hunting or in other pleasures aad games. 


Jews Attacked in Food Riots. : 
fer OUR CORRESPONDENT.]} ‘PETROGRAD. 

A serious anti-Jewish riot has taken place at Kostromo as a result of the food 
crisis. The Black Hundreds directed the wrath of the mob against the Jews, 
accusing them of speculations. Hooligansattacked and looted many Jewish shops. 
Similar outbreaks occurred at Poltava and Oriel, but there the militia and local 
Organisations succeeded in suppressing the riots almost at the beginning of the 
Outbreak. At Mohilef, the gatesof many Jewish houses were one night placarded 
with Monarchist pogrom proclamations. At Saratoff, a serious pogrom agitation 
among the labourers on the Volga wharves iscausing great anxiety to the local 
committees. At Nicolayeff, the Black Hundreds completed plans for a pogrom. 
Ona certain day the Jews closed their businesses and awaited events. The 
authorities, however, succeeded in maintaining order and in restoring confidence 
among the inhabitants. 

Among the alarming reports from the Kieff district is the news of the renewal 
sity of the Two-Headed Eagle Organisation and of the Archangel 
Michael Union. Searches made in the houses of many: Black leaders revealed 
far-reaching plots against Jews and the new régime. Many officers were impli- 
cated in them.

The famous Russo-Jewish revolutionary leader, M. Ruttenberg, has been 
appointed Assistant-Commander of the Forces of the Petrograd Military District 
and has been given charge of the civil depazstment attached to the office of the 
Commander. M. Ruttenberg took an *«tive part in the revolution in 1905 and in 
g®'sclosing the Father Gapon atta‘r. His militant character and devotion to the 
cause of the Allies also led bh. to side with various schemes for the formation of 
a@ Zidnist legion to fight ia Palestine. M. Ruttenberg only recently returned to 
Russia, having syeuat a considerable time in Western Europe and in America. 
Among tie other latest honours bestowed on Jews are the appointment 
of M. Meysivvitch to be Assistant Government Commissary in the 4th Army, and 
the electidn of MM. Lazarovitch and Freedman as Deputy-Mayors of Odessa.

The Situation in Palestine. 


Direct information received by the Copenhagen office of the Zionist Organisa 
tion is to the eftect that there is no reason to fear fresh evacuations in Palestine. 
On the other hand, the evacuated population of Jaffa has not been permitted to 
return to their homes. The distress of the Jews, especially of the poor 
Jerusalem, is steadily increasing. Al! relief has proved insufficient. 


The Soviets and Rights for Rumanian Jews. 


The Central Executive Committee of the Russian Councils of Workmen 5 and 
Soldiers’ delegates has drawn up a number of instructions for its delegates to the 
Inter-Allied Conference in Paris, One of these instructions relates to Kumania, 
and is in the following terms: “ Rumania is to be restored within her old frontiers 
She is to give a promise to grant autonomy to the Dobrudja, and solemn!y to 
promise to put into immediate execution Article 3 of the Treaty of Berlin, dea!ing 
with the equality of rights of Jews.” 


The Jews at Salonika. 


The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom has received a letter from the former Clerk of 
the Redman's Road Talmud Torah, who, writing from the Salonika front, states 


I am sorry to say that owing to the fire in Salonika the leave for the New Year and 
Yom Kippur was cancelled, as we had no synagogue to go to. I am sorry that the Jew:.h 
population in Salonika suffered greatly during the great fire; not so much life was |os! as 
property. It is really heartbreaking to see the refugees herded together in the roads 
camps under tents and biankets, supplied by the British Government. I can assure 
the English troops behaved wonderfully well towards our uofortunate people, feeding 
them, housing and clothing them. In fact, for nearly a week our food in the fighting |ine 
was cut down to feedthem. They are rapidly building houses (or cottages) <0 as to , \¢ 
them shelter for the winter, which comes on very sudden|y and is most severe.

The Atzereth Festival is the culmination of the “Season of our Re; r 
th its command: “And ye shall rejoice before the Lord your God. 
Coming as it does at the conclusion of all the Tishri Festivals, it is intended. 


according tO Our sages, as a farewell reunion of the loving children in the 
ouse of their Heavenly lather before they once more disperse to the stern 


dutie of everyday life. It was on the Atzereth lestival, alter such reunion at 


the Dedication of the Tempie, that King Solomon sent the people away “ joyful 
and glad of heart ” yyui—say the Kabbis—because they had feasted on the 


plendour of the Divine Presence, WI In the course 
of ages, the spiritual joyousness of this festival has been immeasurably increased 
by the fact that its second day attained to a character and name oi its own— 
Simchat Torah—Rejoicing of the Law. For 1,200 years the Synagogue has on 
this day sung the chant of: NVA 1 


“ly God I will praise in a jubilant 
My hope in Him never surrender 
llis glory proclaim where His chosen sons pray, 


My Rock all my trust shall engender. 
Then exult in the Law on its festival day, 
ihe Law is our ! t and Defender. 

Such living, intensive religion, such glowing and joyous experience of the love 
of God, is called mysticism, the very existence of whichin Judaism is usually 
denied by non-Jewish scholars, Judaism is represented by them.as a sombre, 
mechanical, routine religion, and its followers as slaves who ever tremble before 
a heavenly Taskmaster. Now Christian scholars on Jewish questions are often 
exceedingly clever, but owing to their imperfect acquaintance and “ imperfect 
sympathies ’ with the subject, they are apt to be colour-blind in matters Jewish ; 
or, at best, to see things in a false perspective and to build far-fetched hypo- 
theses, hostile. and dishonourable to Judaism, on flimsiest foundations. A 
giance at the Psalms with their cry: ‘‘ Thy law is my delight: great peace 
have they which love it "—at the Jewish liturgy with its “ Happy are we, how 


goodly is our portion ; how pleasant our lot; how beautiful our inheritance ; 


happy are we who pray morning and evening, saying twice every day, 
Hear O Israel”; should convince anyone that nowhere was there ever 
more ardent, blissful communion between man and his Maker, or more 
tapturous joy in doing the will of our Father in heaven, than in the synagogue. 
Happiness as a solemn duty is the characteristic of Judaism and—the secret of 
the Jews’ deathlessness. In the words of Scripture: “ Joy in the Lord is your 
strength Happiness, as you know, is a a 
positive duty, on Sabbaths and Festivals. , And finely bas Yehudah Halevi, 
perhaps Israel's noblest son since the Biblical age, voiced the spirit of Judaism 
in bis classical words; “The essence of our whole law is contained in these 
three things— 
: REVERENCE, LOVE, JOY. 

hey are the ways to bring us near to God. Thy reverence and conirition on 
the day of fasting is in no wise more pleasing to Him than thy-love and 
joy on the Sabbath or the Festival, if that delight comes from a devout and 
full heart. 

So far we have spoken in theological terms, or in the language of mysticism. 

Let us now translate all this into modern speech. To “ rejoice in the Law,” 
and to “rejoice before the Lord ” means to take a pride in yourfaith: torejoice 
in your religion. And the question that this Festival puts to us is, Do we 
rejoice in our faith? Our children, is their religion a joy tothem? It is true 
that many Jews both young and old, say that they are proud of being 
Jews. In this connection I cannot help recalling what a renowned French 
coreligionist some time ago remarked: “I will not say I am proud of 
being a Jew. I do not see how I am to be proud of something that is not 
my achievement, but has come to me as a matter of birth; | would rather 
say, I am happy in wiy Judaism.” A striking truth, felicitously expressed— 
a true echo of the feelings which animated the breast of Psalmist and martyr 
ofold. T/iai is the great problem for Jewish teachers and parents of to-day: 
How to make our children happy in their Judaism. Now they cannot be happy 
in their Judaisni if ties do not love it; and they cannot love it if they do 
not know it, if they are unfaniuliar with Jewish ideals and Jewish teach- 
ings, with the martyrdoms and ihe triumphs of the Jew throughout 
the ages. 

There is one class especially that, above all others, | am mest anxious to see 
not merely proud of, but happy in, their Judaism. Thousands of our sons are 
hourly face to face with death, prepared at any moment to bring the supreme 
sacrifice. They need something to fortify them, standing as they do in the valley 
of the shadow of death, by fanning within them intoa bright tlame the hope that 
transcends the grave, by bringing home to them man’s kinship with the Divine, by 
deepening within them the conviction that fellowship with the Eternal must be 
an eternal fellowship. Only one agency can accomplish all this—religion. 
Now, none of us is willing that such inspiration shall come to our Jews at the 
front from the Churches. But, as one of the Charch dignitaries rightly said: 
“If the Christian efforts of proselytising among Jews are resented, why do not 
Jews do something for their own religious welfare, and distribute among them- 
selves literature appertaining to the tenets of their faith, and thereby try to 
inculcate a more spiritual outlook in. their midst?” My friends, the sting of 
this question lies in its unanswerable justice and bitter truth, 

What is wanted is 

JEWISH RELIGIOUS WAR LITERATURE 
for free circulation among our men at the Front. Nothing strengthens a man 
more than that which heightens his sense of personality. And Jewish books 
alone can do this for the Jewish soldier by awakening his Jewish consciousness, 
so that he sees himself a member of a great, eternal, indomitable people that 
has fought and suffered on every battlefield of human thought. For this purpose 
I produced some months ago a “Book of Jewish Thoughis,,” of which 40,000 
copies have already been, or are about to be, distributed. The nature of this 
book caa best be seen if I read to you the letter with which I prefaced it :—

I am sending you this little book of Jewish Thoughts, and hope it will reach every

lore, in the press a brief survey of Jewish History.. Unfortunately, the funds in 
band suffice for only 5,000 copies of this second book, and 40,000 are required.

An Untimely Appeal. 


From “ON GUARD.” [To THE EpirTor.} 

Sir,—It so often happens that the unwary are caught by sensational appeals 
that it is necessary betimes to uttera note of warning. 

I understand that an attempt is being made in certain quarters to create a 
demand which does not exist.. A sumof / 30,000 to £40,000 is being asked for 
the purpose of printing an English Bible similar to or on the basis of the recent 
American publication, ostensibly for the use of our Jewish sailors and soldiers. 

As a member of the Community, | must enter an emphatic protest against this 
attempt on three grounds :—First, that what might be right for Peace time is not 


right in War time; secondly, because the need does not exist: for all that the ° 


soldier requires are suitable small publications (at the cost of a few hundred 
pounds) in the form of tracts or pamphlets, selection of psalms or prayers; and 
that as far as the fighting man is concerned, it is very questionable 
whether the whole Book of the Bible would be welcomed by him 
and thirdly. because, although man does not live by bread alone, yet there are 
crying and heartrending demands at the present hour for bread and the bare 
necessaries of life, which come before anything else, and have to be met in favou 
of our own poor, in favour of the innocent victims of ruthless warfare, and m 
favour of the dependents of our unfortunate Russian brethren sent away from here 
to fight the battles of the day. Those who do not know of these demands—these 
timely appeals—had better read and re-read Mr. Zangwi!l's brilliaht plea advanced 
at Brighton, contained in your issue of Friday last; or let them digest your para- 
graph on page 5, announcing that a million Jews are starving. 

Let benevolent and right-thinking men and women among us beware, and 
hesitate before permitting money that should go to these prime objects to be diverted 
to the fulfilment of ideals which, however laudable they may be in peace time, 
appear senseless and almost grotesque in the hour of the present deplorable 
world-crisis. 


Alien Immigration. 

In the House of Commons, on Monday, Major Hunt asked the Home 
Secretary if he would state what number of people of foreign nationality were 
allowed to come into this country during the first eight months of this year; how 
many were Russians or Russian Jews; and what precautions were taken to pre- 
vent the immigration of undesirable aliens pretending to be Belgians or French. 

Sir G. Cave (Home Secretary): Careful and detailed records are kept with 
regard to every alien entering the country, but I regret it would not be possibie to 
compile the figures which are desired withoutan unjustihable expenditure of time 
and labour. Under the restrictions which have been in force since the outbreak 
of war, an alien seeking admission to this country has to prove that he is coming 
here on urgent and necessary business or for temporary purposes of legitimate 
trade or other adequate reasons. He must further have a valid passport or other 
document satisfactorily establishing his nationality and identity, which is carefully 
examined both by a British Consul abroad and by the Aliens Cfhcer on arrival in 
this country. It is difficult, if not impossible, for an alien pretending to be other 
than he is to gain admission.

Dr. Dbaiches’ motion was agreed to 
ATTENDANCE AT SCHOOLS ON SABBATHS. 

Mr. If. S.O. Henrioves, Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary C 
mittee, reported an interview he had had with Mr. Fisher, President of the Jioard 
of Education, regarding the Bolton School, the authorities of which had refused 
to admit two Jewish bovs whose father had refused to let them attend on Sa! 

Mr. Fisher was anxious that the point should not be pressed during the war 
Mr. Henriques urged him to decal with other schools in the event of the 
grievance arising. 

NEW EDUCATION § BILL. 

The Law and VDarliamentary Committee recommended that an Education 
Committee be formed to deal (int tira) with the new Education ill, and 
recommending that endeavours should be made to get provisions inserted for the 
exemption from attendance of Jew pupils at continuation schools on Sabbat: 
and holy days, as it did not deal with the conscience clause. 

Mr. H.S. ©. HENRICVES said that this Bill was an extremely importa 
one, and he moved the appointment of a committee, with power to co-opt, upon 
which it-would be useful to have an elementary 
lady who understood girls schools and clubs. 

Dr. DatcuEes seconded the motion, stating that the more the Jews int ed 
themselves in education the better it would be for their future 

The following were elected on the committee: Sir Philip Magnus, Bart, 
M.P., Dr. Buchtler, Messrs. A. E. Franklin, I. Goldston, H. S. ©. Henr.ques, 
Maurice Jacobs, Ernest Lesser, and Samuel Moses, with power to co-opt.

Dr. DAICHES moved the adjournment of the consideration of the matter, a5 
it was sO important that justice could not be properly done to it at that late s:age 
of the meeting. 

LORD ROTHSCHILD opposed Dr. Daiches' amendment. He said that t!i¢ 
longer they postponed the motion the more difficult it would be to bring it forwar! 
Those who had an interest in objecting to the abolition of the old Treaty with 122 
Anglo-Jewish Association would be continually raising objections to the discussion 
which would be indefinitely adjourned. 

Capt. I, SALMON suggested that a special meeting should be convened at an 
early date to discuss the subject. 

Dr. DAICHES' amendment was reje: ted. 

Mr. HENRIOUVES then moved the recommendation of the Law and [ar! 2: 
mentary Committee. He said that there was no question that the Anglo-Jew is) 
Association would take part in foreign affairs and make independent represen!a 
tions to the Government from time to time. In many cases there was unanimity 
of opinion between -the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of Deput e:. 
Objections to joint action had been raised in the Press, which he thought ws 4 
mistaken idea on the part of the writers. There was no idea of the new Com 
mittee pledging itself, as did the old Cenjoint Committee, and he hoped that 
when the Committee was formed it would exercise a useful function. He did not 
think they could do better than to begin work on friendly and not on hosiile 
terms. 

Mr. ALEX. RUBENs asked what bad been done in regard to the recommen(a- 
tion which had been entrusted to the Law and Parliamentary Committee, whose 
duty it was to have ascertained what proposals the Anglo-Jewish Association ould 
have agreed to. 

The CHAIRMAN replied that in a correspondence between the Presiden! of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association and himself, he had suggested that they shou!d appo'"' 
a delegation of the Anglo-Jewish Association to meet a delegation from ‘°° 
Board. The Anglo-Jewish Association did not do that. At their last meets 
they passed a resolution that they were quite willing to receive any proposals 
from the Board of Deputies. As the honorary officers had no authority from ('¢

The resolution of August 
told them they were to ascertain, if possible, i{ some basis could be arranged, 
Therefore, at any rate, a clear mandate was given to the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee to take some steps in the matter but they did not do anything, 
and two valuable months bad been lost, and when a Committee had such 
important work as the Foreign Committee, they ought to be able to 
master the details and the importance of the grave. question as quickly 
as possible, and not have allowed the interregnum to have gone on. 

Mr. B.S. Srravs, J.P., appealed for unanimity if possible by agreeing to 
ibe amendment and leaving it free to the Foreign Committee to draw up a proper 
programme which they would have to submit to the Board. That was the 
j4uestion from the very outset, that it should act not on its Own account, but only 
aS representative of the Board, which represenied the Jews of this country. He 
hoped that they would be able to stop the accrimonious and bost le argument by 
appointing a committee. 

Mr. HESRIOVEs said that there seemed to be a misapprehension. The Law 
and Parliamentary Committee had carried out the mandate of the Board as far as 
they could, but they were unable to come to an agreement with the Anglo-Jewish 
Association.

A RAID ANALOGY. 


“PELONI,” To Tue Epi 
Sirk,—There is not much doubrt tha ed er overtook et 

of Zeppelins that raided this country on Friday last was due toa new, thouch 

it would seem not original, device of the enemy. Hits purpose was to avoid 

detection either by our aircraft that was ready io engage the airships or by our 


“archies” on land. He thérefore arranved to shut the Zeppelin motor 
and drift silently. It is pretty evident, however, that the plan browght 
destruction because be had mistaken the course of the wind, winch turned 
against him. Then he was in this horrible d:lemma—he had eitherto pat} s 
engines on and expose his position, or continue to drift and risk what becarre 
his ultimate destination—coom. 

Was there not, however, an almost exact analogy of this in our Commun ty ? 
The Conjoint Committee, to which the Board of Deputies last Sunday puta 
final end—if the expression be allowable—pursued precisely the same tactics as 
the Zeppelins. Anxious to avoid hostile attack, they drifted with their engine: 
silenced by secrecy—drifted before the wind of public opinion, the course of 
which they utterly mistook, and in their hopeless fight they were easily brought 
to earth. 

The Germans must be sorry that they ignored the awful example oi the 
late Conjoint and applied the fatal tactics of the jlatter—drifting with engines 
silent—to ¢t/icir much discredited gasbags '

Mr. N. Abelson, 23, Callcott Road, Brondesbury, writes to us :-—‘‘In your 
issue Of the JEwisH CHRONICLE of the 5th inst. you have 4n announcement to 
the effect that my son, 546062 Lance-Corpl. J. Abelson, R.A.M.C., has been 
killed. Iam happy to be able to state that this report is absolutely untrue. We 
have heard from him several times since his reported death, and, furthermore, 
we have cabled to him, and he has replied stating that he is quite well.” We are 
happy to make the correction. The name appeared in the list of casualties 
officially supplied to us by the War Services Committee. 

Lieutenant Julius Diamond, M.C., R.F.C., who is officially reported missing, 
is the son OfeMr. D. Diamond, Abbotsford Place, Glasgow. Before war broke 
out he was a student at Glasgow University. He is twenty-one years of age. He 
was gazetted to the King's Own Scottish Borderers, and after having seen service 
in France was transferred to the R.F.C.in 1916, After having been mentioned 
several times in despatches for his good work, he was awarded the Military Cross. 
He was due in Glasgow early in November on short leave. Lieut, Diamond was 
an energetic worker in the Glasgow Jewish Community, having been Recording 
Secretary of the Jewish Representative Council, . Vice-President of the Junior 
Zionist Society, and member of the Committee of the Grand Order of Israel.

Without Wax.” 


Colonel B. J]. Friend recently inspected the 2nd Cadet Battalion Northants. 
: In his address he said: ‘I will preface my remarks with the term ‘without wax. 
This may sound rather strange to your ears, but it is a term which bas a great 
significance and dates back to the early period of the Roman Empire. Inancient 
Rome, when some rich man set out to build a beautiful villa, adorned with rich 
marble pavements and columns and statues, there were two words that were 
always put in the contract with the builder, They were sine cero, which mean 
in English, ‘ without wax.’ And the reason why these two words were put in was

He this: In a fine block of marble the workman would sometimes find a little 
: 4 hole or crack. Or sometimes his chisel would slip and he would 
Pi Ba ee chip the stone where he did not mean to. Then, instead of 
Re taking a new piece of stone, a workman’ who was dishonest would 


fll up the hole or crack with wax and colour it to look like marble, hoping 


a it would not be found out until he got paid for his work. That is why those two 
Latin words, sixe cero, were always put in the contract fora house. The work 
was to be ‘without wax.’ And we use those very same two words ourselves, 
though most of us are ignorant of the fact,.to express that same idea of truth and 
honesty. The word ‘ sincere ' comes to us straight from those old contracts of the 
Roman architects. When we speak of a person being ‘ sincere,’ we are literally 
saying that he is sine cero, ‘without wax.’ He is one who does his work 
7 honestly. He does not pretend to be anything different from what he is. The 
: waxed marble was a lie, though it never uttered a word. And we, too, can be 
living lies, unless we are in truth just what we seem to be. Therefore be sincere 
in all your undertakings, which will help you to do your duty to God, your 
parents, and to your King and country.”

RUSSIANS REGISTERING TO RETURN TO RUSSIA. 


CAN THEY APPEAL FOR EXEMPTION ? 

In the High Court of Justice (King’s Bench Division), before Mr. Justice 
Darling, Mr. Justice Avory, and Mr. Justice Sankey, on Thursday last, the Court, 
in the case. of Rewpv. Special Local Tribunal for London for Russian Subjects, 
ex partc Spolansky, discharged arule msi for a mandamus directed to the Special 
Local Tribunal for London for Russian subjects calling on them to hear and deter- 
mune an application for exemption from military service of Abraham Spolansky. 

Spolansky was a Russian subject who had lived in this country for several 
years. He was told that it was necessary for him to register as a Russian subject 
who wished to return to Russia. He went to the police station and signed an 
application to return to Russia, but, as he was unable to read English well, 
he did not understand its contents, He had not had an opportunity of returning 
to Russia, and he did not wish to do so owing to the unsettled state of that 
country. He intended to remain in England. He had instructed his solicitors 
to apply for his exemption. 

Mr. Bettesworth Piggott, Chairman of the Special Tribunal, in the affidavit, 
said that Spolansky’s application for exemption was received on September 7th. 
As Spolansky had applied previously to return to Russia it was considered that 
he bad no statutory right to make the application, and that, by the expression of 
his intention to return to Russia he had forgone hisrightsto apply for exemptien. 
The Tribunal therefore refused to entertain the application. 

Spolansky failed to comply with a notice that he should present himself at | 
Euston Station at 11.30 p.m. on September 29th, so that he might avail himself 
of the facilities provided for his return to Russia. A rule nisi for a mandamus 
calling on the Tribunal to hear and determine, the application was obtained. 

The Attorney-General (Sir F. E. Smith, K.C.) and Mr. Branson showed 
Cause against the rule; Mr. Hawtin appeared in support. 

Mr. Justice Darling, in giving judgment, after reciting the facts, said that 
Spolansky thought that he should obtain a far longer time than if he had elected 
from the first to be treated as a British subject, or if he had at once decided to 
return to Russia. In all probability that was his object all along. 

The Military Service (Conventions with Allied States) Act, 1917, provided by 
section 3:— 

Where this Act is so applied with respect to any country, subjects of that country 
shall, if they have not within 21 days after the Convention has been laid before Parlia- 
ment, made an application , . . to return to the contracting country, or if, having 
made such an application, they have failed to avail themselves of an opportunity to do 
so, be liable to military service under the Military Service Acts, 1916, in the same man- 
ner as British subjects, subject to the following modifications ;— 

(b) A subject of the contracting country who has not made such an application as 
aforesaid to return to that country shall have the same rights with regard to exemptions 
and exceptions conferred by the Military Service Acts, 1916 and 1917 as he 
would have if he were a British subject. 

Mr. Hawtin had argued that a man who had applied to return to Russia and 
had then refused to return was given by that section all the rights of a British 
subject with regard to exemption and exception as if he had never expressed his 
willingness to return to Russia. If the statute were so read it placed recalcitrant 
volunteers in a privileged position. The section in his (his Lordship's) opinion 
made it clear that that was not the meaning of the statute. Mr. Hawtin had 
urged that sub-section (b) was unnecessary, but that argument could not be 
accepted. The statute never intended that Spolansky, and others in the same 
position, should get the: privileges for which Spolansky had contended. The 
tule should be discharged. . 

Mr. Justice Avory agreed. He said that the effect of the Convention between 
Great Britain and Russia was that, as soon as Spolansky refused to return to Russia 
be — to be absentee. Mr. Justice Sankey concurred.

FIRST SITTING OF CITY OF LONDON TRIBUNAL. 


The first sitting of the local Tribunal for London, for Russian subjects, too} 
place last Wednesday at the Central Criminal Court. Mr. Bettesworth Pigyoi: 
presided. About forty cases were dealt with. 

The first case was that of Alfred Davis, aged 20, a waiter, who was classifie 
Cl and who pleaded that he was supporting his widowed mother. He had two 
other brothers and five sisters. The case was adjourned. 

Gershon Bernstein (31), obtained exemption till March, with leave to appeal 
again on the ground that he was working. 

A similar exemption was given to Jacob Zavadsky (31), Cl, and to Lazar .; 
Rubenstein (35), Cl. In several instances the applicants were given a month. 
In the case of Harris Rees (37), who had a wife and six children, the oldes: 
being thirteen, and with three brothers serving in the Army, exemption 
granted till March with leave to appeal again. Other applicants obtained exem; 
tion on condition that they shall do some work of national importance. 
In the case of Shapiro (36), married, a barber, who owned his busines: 
exemption was given on condition that he continued giving free haircuts io 
soldiers. An employé of the Jewish Board of Guardians, who was 31 and single. 
pleaded that he was supporting his parents, but failed to get exemption. 

In the case of Abraham Cohen (36), a strong appeal was made on his beha\; 
by a West End firm of watchmakers by whom he was employed. The applican:, 
who urged the indispensability of the man in question, evoked a rebuke from the 
Chairman, who pointed out that, knowing the amount of trouble tha? had bec» 
experienced before securing the Russians, an English firm ought not to preven: 
them joining up.

All these were subsequent to the date of the deputation (a sort of Day 

of Judgment apparently) mentioned by Mr. Montefiore, and really the 

ignorance and thoughtlessness of highly-paid public servants must be very 

annoying. The admonition of Mr. Montefiore, however, will no doubt be 

received in a duly contrite spirit. If not, what does he propose to do about it ?

(As our correspondent, in addition to answering Mr. Montefiore. whose letter 
appeared in our issue last week, ventures a sly dig at ourselves, because we 
have refused to call the Battalion fot Jews by a name to which its purpose 
and objective as disclosed by the Government do not entitle it, and which 
the Government has disavowed, will he permit us to say that his letter 
appears to be singularly disrespectful to Lord Derby and the War Office, to 
say nothing of the Government in general. For it predicates one of several! 
explanations to accouut for the difference between Lord Derby's publicly- 
announced decision and the practice of those holding a subordinate position to 
the Secretary of State for War. Our correspondent suggests the possibility that 
War Office officials are of set purpose coolly ignoring Lord Derby's expressed 
and considered determination, or are simply careless in the course of carrying 
out their duties, Or, that someone has overruled the War Secretary, or 
again, that Lord Derby, having made a statement to two deputations, 
is tacitly permitting its abrogation. Our correspondent evidently 
does not see how discourteous all this suggestion which his letter 
bears—alihough we feel sure entirely unintended—is to Lord Derby 
and all concerned. LDespite his gibe we must refuse so to act as if we 
believed there were any truth in our correspondent's implications. But, we 
repeat, the important point is not what the Battalion is called, but, as we 
show in our leading Note on the subject, whether the name is justified. If 
the Battalion is to be a Jewish Regiment in fact, and the Government so 
determines and acts, the authorities will only be conceding that for which, 
so far as we are concerned, we have all along contended ever since they first 
announced the unit.—Ep 


The Name of the Unit. 


From Mr. HORACE B. SAMUEL, National Liberal Club. S.W. 
To THE 
Str,—As one who, like your correspondent, Mr. Edmund Sebag-Montefiore, 
enjoys the double privilege of the J ewish race and the British franchise, I was 
somewhat shocked by both the tone and the substance of his‘ letter in your 
current issue. 


In so far as I interpret him, his real point is that the appeal for comforts for 
men belonging to the unit known as the Jewish Regiment should not be sup- 
ported by those Jews who happen to be of British citizenship, on the ground 
that the nomenclature in question is inaccurate. Such an attitude does scant 
justice either to the patriotism or good sense of your correspondent. It is hisduty 
as a British citizen to support all regiments under the flag, be they Irish, Scotch, 
Zulu, or Jewish. As a patriotic Jew, on the other hand, it is obviously his duty 
to give his warmest encouragement to the one unit in the service in which all 
the men belong to the Jewish race. 


Assuming, moreover, your correspondent is at all orthodox, the fact that this 
is the one unit in which full official facilities are given for the observances of 
the Kosher ritual should obviously constitute an additional claim to his 
enthusiastic support. 

Now, Sir, a few words about the question of the name which Mr. Sebag- 
Montefiore apparently considers of such paramount importance. , 

The official name of a unit is, of course, decided by the War Office, and is 
consequently outsideargument. What, however, is more profitable is to discuss 
the de facto rather than the de jure name. What is the designation which, 
from the common-sense standpoint, most accurately describes a battalion com- 
posed of Jews? The word “Jewish,” of course, immediately suggests itself as 
prima facie applicable. But, so far as I can gather from your cerrespondent's 
letter, the word Jewish is to be tabooed. The reason given is that the majority 
of the Jews in the Regiment are, or will be, men of Russian citizenship. But 
does that make them any the less Jews’? It would certainly be inaccurate 
to suggest that “Russian” was a more appropriate designation, inas- 
much as they deliberately left Russia to escape from the economic, pbysical, 
and spiritual oppression which the Russia that they knew always signified. 

Moreover, even in Russia,’ the word Jewish is a recognised sub-national 
designation in the same sense as Finnish, Lithuanian, or Ukranian. 

In point of fact, also, your correspondent is scarcely accurate when he 
talks of the original official object of the formation of the unit having been to 
receive “ Russian subjec's of the Jewish faith.” 

As Mr. Sebag-Montefiore professes himself a stickler for official accuracy, 
I would inform him that the official text of the War Office Document 
authorises the formation of battalions “for the reception of friendly alien Jews.” 
(urther, the latest War Office pronouncement has thrown the Regiment open 
not only to Jews of alien, but also to Jews of British citizenship. It follows 
accordingly that the Jewish character of the Jewish Regiment will be placed on 
an even broader basis, 

Why in that case should not the Regiment be known by the designation by 
which it is most efficiently described? Because, would say Mr. Sebag-Monte- 
fore, it is not representative of English Jews, as though, like a trade mark, the 
Anglo-Jewish Community had acquired a monopoly in the name. But since 
when has a small clique of the Jews of English citizenship acquired their pre- 
scriptive title to what they apparently regard as a trade mark or copyright in 
the word Jew? 

By what grounds do they claim to prevent their brethren from applying to 
themselves and to their Regiment the one term which in a single word unites 
the racial, religious, and national idea ? 

It is not as though Mr. Sebag-Montefiore and those who think like him 
really wanted to make a corner in the word Jew and keep it all for themselves. 
So far as I understand the tendency of your correspondent's letter, that is the 
last thing which he wishes to do. Indeed, I almost feel justified in suggesting 
that if called a Jew he would think he was being insulted and reply indignantly 
that he was an indigenous Anglo-Saxon of the Jewish persuasion. 

It would seem therefore to be self-evident that, whatever may or not be the 
official title of the Jewish unit, the only practical common-sense adjective by 
which to describe it is the word “ Jewish. : 

Is it not time, Sir, that those members of the Jewish Community in this 
country who are officially pledged to support Jewish military services in this 
country should cease to “damn with faint praise and teach the rest to sneer” 
at the one unit in the army which is in fact Jewish? Is it not indeed time that 
all we Jews in England should loyally and enthusiastically rally to its support, 
and do our utmost to make the Jewish Regiment a credit to the Jewish name?

JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


Great Zionist Demonstration. 


During the week, Zionists and sympathisers with the moventent throughout 
the country have, by means of meetings at which identical resolutions were 
passed, demonstrated their adhesion to the nationalist ideal, to their unswerv- 
ing loyalty to the idea of obtaining for Jews “a legally-secured, publicly-recog- 
nised home in Palestine.” At all the meetings a request was preferred to the 
Government that it should employ its good offices in obtaining, at the Peace 
settlement, a recognition of Jewish nationality in according to Jews national 
rights in their ancient land. 

The extent of the demonstration may be gathered from a few facts. Among 
those who took part in it were the Trade Union Council of United Jewish 
Friendly Societies, said to represent 50,000 members of Jewish Friendly 
Societies ; the Communal Council of Manchester, claiming to represent 15, 
Jews, members of synagogues, trade unions, and friendly societies; the Grand 
Council of the Order of Ancient Maccabeans, which is said to have a member- 
ship of 2,300; special meetings of representatives of all synagogues in Man- 
chester, which contains the largest Jewish population of any provincial centre 

n this country. The resolution was also passed by the Glasgow Representa- 
tive Council and the Leeds Representative Ccuncil, these Councils comprising 
delegates from synagogues, trade unions, friendly societies, and other Jewish 
Organisations. Meetings were also held at several provincial centres, 71 syna- 
gogues, 123 friendly societies, trade unions and other Jewish institutions, and 
*4 Zionist Societies.

MEETING AT QUEEN'S HALL, 


COMMANDER WEDGWOOD, M.P., ON THESQOUESTYrON, 


A meeting was held last Sunday at the Small Queen's Hail. The gathering 
was under the auspices of a number of Zionist Societies in the West Londo 
District. Mr. S. J. COHEN presided, and in opening the meeting said that there 
was no doubt that Palestine would, as a result of the war, change hands. The 
Tur! s would not be allowed to remain in possession of that country. The Zionists 
said ‘but the Zionist claim was not in conflict with the formula of ‘' no annexation 
and no indemnities,’' about which they had lately heard so much. The Jews 
— by that formula, for they did not demand any territory which was not 
1peirs. 

Commander WEDGWOopD, M.P., who was loudly cheered, said that the 
national spirit was the self-respect of the people. . The more one was possessed by 
that national spirit the better citizen was he in the country of his adoption, The 
Allied Powers might meet at any moment and come to most momentous decisions 
regarding the future of nationalities. He had the higbest authority for 
stating that France no longer opposed the Zionist idea but, on the contrary, was 
in favour of the proposal, and the Vatican—which was gOing to play an important 
part at the leace Conference—was also sympathetic to the Zionist movement. 
It was as necessary to reconstruct the Jews as a natiOn and to restore them to 
Palestine as it was essential to restore Belgium, Poland, and Serbia. The world 
owed much more to Jews and to Palestine than to any other people and cointry. 
There were two dangers against which the Jews must guard themselves. One was 
to avoid falling under the influence of the German Au/tur, and thus be instru- 
mental in assisting Germany in her material objects under the guise of culture. 
The second*danger was the division among the: Jews themselves. The want of 
jewish solidarity was a great danger. The Anglicised Jews were numbed by a 
fear that if Palestine were restored to the Jews they would be told to go back 
ihere. But there was no foundation for that fear. The Jews must again become 
a proud people, and when a Jew was asked whether he was a Jew he must be 
able to reply proudly: ‘‘ Yes, Iam a Jew. Palestine is my country, Jerusalem 
the capital, and the Lion of Judah is my flag.” (Loud applause.) | 

Mr. P. Horwitcu and Mr. N. Lasxi, J.P., also spoke.

NORTH LONDON ZIONIST SOCIETY. 

A meeting was held on Sunday at the Marcus Samuel Hall, Stamford Hill 
at which Dr. J. I. Jatfe presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that there was considerable Zionist activity in North 
London. Young men and young women who were the future architects of the 
Jewish State, the future champions of Jewish rights, the custodians of their 
coming history, worked well and earnestly for the cause. Hitherto 
Jewish genius had been poured out for other countries, but they desired 
it to have a home of its own, which home was Palestine. The sympathies of the 
Allies, and of the democracies they represented, were entirely with the Zionist 
movement. The British Labour Party, in their recent manifesto, bad stipulated 
for a settlement of the Jewish question by tbe creation of a Jewish State in 
Palestine. 

Mr. JOSEPH COWEN, who was enthusiastically received, referred to the com- 
paratively small gathering, the result, he had been told, of the activity of the 
enemy. No enemy, however, could prevent the Zionist movement from 
progressing. It was now twenty years since the first Zionist Congress was beld. 
And to-day, in spite of the war, and of the necessary difficulties of communication 
between country and country, the fire of Zionism was burning among the masses. 
Their opponents had predicted that the Zionist movement would end with the 
granting by Russia of equal rights to the Jews in her domain. The Russian Jews 
to-day were more Zionist than before the Revolution. Their Zionism was the 
best kind of Zionism, the Zionism of freemen. In America to-day Zionism was 
the greatest living Jewish force, and they had made a breach even in the walls of 
England, where their opponents were trembling at the progress of Zionism. ‘The 
war had taught Jews the necessity of having a Home and a Land of their own 
To those who countered this argument by asserting that Palestine would meet 
with a similar fate to that of Belgium, be would reply that if they must go down 
they would go down in honour, as Belgium had done, and not in dishonour as the 
assimilationists would have them do. “ We desire,” urged Mr. Cowen, “ to live 
a normal life, which is not permitted us to-day.” That objection of any kind to 
this natural desire should exist, he continued, was the result of the abnormal life 
among Jews so prevalent to-day. That objection, he was convinced, could not 
last permanently in defiance of the insistently expressed wishes of the Jewish 
people. They were living at a crucial moment in their history, both as Zionists 
and as Jews. They were to-day nearer to the realisation of their dreams than 
they had ever been since the dispersion. He feared peed did not realise that 
by what they did to-day Jewry in all future history would be affected. A heavy 
burden thus devolved upon them, In England especially, he would have them 
mote, they were in the vanguard of the movement. Three-years ago, when 

the war broke out, Jews took up their duties as citizens in all belligeren 


in England, in Germany, and in Russia, where during the old régime they were 


literally fighting against their own dearest interests. For the Jew the war was a\| 
the more horrible because it was in certain circumstances fratricidal, A{:c, 
three years of struggle the Jewish position, however, had become clearer.

Let them set aside individual comfort or convenience, and throw in their 
lot whole-heartedly with the Allies. The war was a war of ideas, tic 
idea of democracy versus the idea of oligarchy, and there could be oo 
question as to where Jews should find themselves in the struggle. The case 
of the Allies was the cause of the Jewish people, who were now definitely a). ed 
with the democratic powers fighting in this dreadful struggle for the rights of 
small peoples and small nationalities. There was no place in England to (ay 
for neutrals. All were either for England or against England. The Zionists ad 
had their own fight with Germany and German Kul/ur, when before the war an 
attempt had been made to enforce the German language upom the Jew: of 


Palestine. Zionists resisted that. Mr. Cowen quoted extracts that had been 
taken from the archives of a certain town in East Africa ‘hat 
formerly belonged to Germany. In them it was proved that tle 


German authorities had made every effort to stamp out Islamic culture and impose 
German culture upon the inhabitants. Outrages exceeding those of the Kus: ins 
were being committed, he said, by Germany iam regard to the Jews of Poland and 
Lithuania. Those were the methods of Germany, whereas the Jew instinctively |o. ed 
England because he was permitted by her to develop his own individuality. |«\s 
were going to stand by the English system. They had given hostages by ‘ie 
thousands to the Allies. There were, they knew, anti-Semites in England, but 
they were nothing but a handful, including a few scurrilous journalisis \\10 
regarded journalism asatrade.

With the object of securing an expression of opinion locally in favour of the 
Zionist Movement, a Special Emergency Meeting of Zionist workers was held, 
when the decision was taken to approach every Congregation and Jewish 
organisation in the city directly rather than convening a public meeting. Under 
the auspices, therefore, of the Zionist Central Council, an appeal was made to 
every Synagogue and Jewish Society in the city to hold meetings and submit the 
resolution drafted by the Federation to its members. 

The Old Hebrew Congregation (Prince's Koad Synagogue), had already 
unanimously passed a resolution to a similar effect at its annua! general meeting 
last May, and the result of the appeal to the other Congregations in the city was 
remarkable for its enthusiasm and unanimity. Meetings were arranged by all 
sections during the week, The Jewish Labour Unions, as well asthe two Associa- 
tions of Masters, hopelessly divided on almost every other question, united in 
their support of a Jewish Palestine, while the combined Friendly Society Move- 
ment in the city rallied to the cause by a series of meetings held every night 
of the week. The general communal societies were not behind in their desire 
to demonstrate their sympathy and support. On Friday the Liverpool Courier 
devoted a leading article to the subject, and this was followed on Saturday morn- 
ing by a leading article in the Daily Post, as well as by a report of the number 
and names of the synagogues and societies which had alread, adopted the resolu- 
tion and those bodies which were holding meetings for the purpose the next day. 
The resolution was put to crowded congregations in the form of a proclamation 
from the pulpi. at the Sabbath morning sérvices at the Central Islington, the 
Shaw Street and the Nusach Ari Synagogues. The resolutions were unanimously 
passed during this memorable week by eleven Synagogues, thirteen Friendly 
Societies, nine Zionist Organisations, the two Jewish Labour Unions, the two 
Employers’ Associations, and six General Communal Organisations.

The Right Hon. CHARLES FENWICK, M.P., in seconding a resolution, 
which was proposed by the Rev. M. H. Seca, M.A., said that the Zionist move- 
ment was making rapid strides to secure a firm footing for the Jewish race in 
Palestine. The loyalty shown in the present war by Jews, who sprang forth to 
support the honour of their adopted King and country, and displayed such great 
spontaneity, deserved its reward, and he hoped that this would soon be forth- 
coming. He concluded by assuring them that as long as he retained health and 
strength he would do his utmost, both within Parliament and without, for the 
furtherance of their noble cause and the realisation of its holy object

JEWISH DISAGREEMENT. 
“A BRITISH AND ALLIED INTEREST.” 


The Manchester Guardian of Friday last published a leading article on “ The 
Future of Palestine,” strongly supporting the Zionist striving for the establishing 
of a Jewish State as a result of the war. It reminds its readers that twice in 
recent history—first when Mehemet Ali was at war with Turkey, and secondly, 
during the Eastern Crisis when Disraeli was Premier—the opportunity of a 
Jewish restoration to Palestine was missed, and says “the opportunity should not 
be missed again.” Our contemporary concludes as follows :— 

It is unfortunate at such a crisis that Jews should not be unanimous. Into the 
merits of the quarrel between the two schools of thought it is not our business to enter 
except to say twothings. First, those Jews who think that the establishment of a Jewish 
State would impair the rights of Jews in other countries, that Jewish liberty in a Pales 
tine home would mean less liberty for Jews in their adopted homes, would seem to have 
a very imperfect knowledge of the foundations of political liberty and of religious 
tolerance in England. And, secondly, whatever may be said agains: the establishment 
of a Jewish State as a material Jewish interest, it 1s undoubtedly a British and Adlied 
interest, and it should be so recognised by Jews who desire the welfare of the: adopted 
countries.

A meeting of the Jewish National Fund Commission for Ecgland was held 
yesterday week at 4, Fulbourne Street, Whitechapel. Mr. J. Ettinger, represen: 
tative of the Jewish National Fund at The Hague, attended. 

It was decided to convene, in the mext few weeks, a Conference to consider 
how to meet the needs of the Jewish National Fund for the forthcoming colonisa- 
tion of Palestine. It was also decided to invite the English Zionist Federation, 
Order of Ancient Maccabeans, Poalé Zion, the Presidents of Zionist Synagogues 
and the Council of the Friendly Societies to the Conference, and to recommend the 
Conference to (1) consider the re-organisation and enlargement of the existing 
Commission to twenty members; (2) to appoint a “Nachlah Committee” and 
various other Sub-Committees. 

The Secretary was instructed to issue various pamphlets referring to the 
activity hitherto and the schemes elaborated by the Jewish National Fund for the 
future Jewish settlement in Palestine, 

Among the more important of these publications are: A paper by Mr. J. Simon, 
member of the Actions Committee, “ Preparatory Steps for the Colonisation of 
Palestine”: a leaflet by the distinguished agricultural engineer, J]. Ettmger, on the 
“Land Problem"; and “ The Jewish National Fund,” by Mr, A. Boehm.

Jewish Agreement on Palestine: 
WHY NOT CONFER? 
From Sir LIONEL ABRAHAMS, k.C.B., 18, Porchester Terrace, W. 2. 
(To THE EpiTor.] 

Sin,~In your issue of 19th October you refer to the importance of Jewish 
unity on the questicn of Palestine. You mention that there is at least an appear- 
ance of sympathy on important points between Zionists and non-Zionists ; and 
you ask whether it is extravagant to suggest “ that some effort should be made to 
extend this apparent sympathy, or rather to interpret it in the concrete form ofa 
formal agreement between the two parties in Jewry,” - You suggest that it would 
be wel) “if some gentlemen on both sides could now come together and discus‘ 
the entire question in a conciliatory manner and with mutual goodwill " In the 
same number, Mr. Joseph Prag writes: “ The dividing line between us ail appears 
to me to be of the very faintest character and only upon one phase of our 
important work. It ought to be possible to readjust differences and again to 
present a united front.” 

That there is ample ground for common action between reasonable Zionists 
and reasonable non-Zionists is clear to anyone who bas not forgotten the Con- 

.jeint Foreign Committee's statement of 17th May, and the statement made by 

Dr. Weizmann, President of the English Zionist Federation, on 20th 
May. The policy expressed in the former document was to ask His Majesty's 
Government for a declaration that at the close of the war “ the Jewish population 
(3.e., of Palestine), will be secured in the enjoyment of civil and religious liberty, 
equal political rights with the rest of the population, reasonable facilities for 
immigration and colonisation, and such municipal privileges in the towns and 
colonies inhabited by them as may be shown to be necessary.” Dr. Weizmann's 
statement of Jewish aspirations was as follows:—*“ We hope for the recognition 
of Palestine as a Jewish National Home, for recognition of Hebrew as the 
Nationa) language, and autonomy in cultural and religious matters. Economically 
we hope for the setting up of an organisation which will be capable of developing 
ihe country to its full extent, which will be able to carry out all the necessary 
work, such as the construction of railways, roads, and harbours, afforestation and 
irrigation, and would regularise the immigration of settlers into the country. 
Tb.s organisation would work under the supervision and control of the suzerain 
power and in harmony with the interests of the non-Jewish population of 
Palestine.” Although the late Conjoint Foreign Committee's “municipal” 
s a stumbling block to Zionists, and Dr. Weizmann's “national” 
a stumbling block to non-Zionists, it is surely beyond dispute that 
there is more of agreement than of difference between these two statemenis; and 
that Zionists and non-Zionists ought to be able to co-operate in representing and 
furthering Jewish interests in regard to Palestine. 

Extremists on both sides will hold that such co-operation is not possible and, if 
possible, not desirable. But no one who follows public affairs in Europe and the East 
can doubt that the question of the possible future of the Jews in Palestine is beset 
with every possible kind of difficulty, international, racial, religious, and economic. 
if all the best ability and experience possessed by the Jewish Community in this 
country are united in the service of futyre Jewish interests in Palestine, they will 
not be more than the work demands. If one half of the Community stands out 
cr is excluded, there will be grave danger that the other half will be unequal to 
the responsibility which wil] then be on it. The sense of this danger impels me 
to write this letter in support of the argument for unity advanced by yourself and 
Mr. Prag. 1 take so little part in the affairs of the Community that! cannot 
expect that any appreciable weight will be attached to my personal opinion. But 
what I see and hear leads me to believe that there is a widepread feeling among 
capable and moderate members of the Community that controversy between 
Zionists and non-Zionists has gone too far and that the time has come fora 
serious effort towards joint helpfulness. 

The metbod of co-operation is not at present easy to see. Three possible 
courses suggest themselves :— 

1, The Board of Deputies might possibly appoint a Palestine Committee, if 
its constitution allows of this. If such a committee were composed in reasonable 
proportions of Zionists and non-Zionists, it would probably be a useful body; 
and the more so if it included persons not members of the Board. But thereisa 
risk that, though the Board appears to be divided fairly equally on the question 
of Zionism, any committee appointed by it would be made up of representatives 
of the narrow majority, on whichever side it may be. 

2. Mf the Conjoint Foreign Committee of the Board of Deputies and ‘the 
Anglo-Jewish Association were reconstituted, its personnel would probably be 
found to represent both parties with some degree of fairness. But, as far as an 
eutsider can judge, there is strong opposition, on grounds not solely connected 
with the question of Zionism, to reconstituting the Conjoint Committee. 

3. An ad hoc committee might be formed, composed of members with 
wpecia) personal qualifications for the delicate and responsible work to be done. The 
difficulties are great. It is hard to say who would be in a position to take in 
band the inauguration of such a scheme without laying himself or themselves 
open to the charge of undue presumption, and it is certain that he or they would 
encounter the opposition of many extremists. But when the interests at stake 
are so great, it would appear well worth while for the holder or holders of a 
representative position in the Community to face the difficulties and the opposi- 
tion, failing other method of achieving the desired result. Any scheme put 

forward jointly by, say, the Chief Rabbi and the President of the Board of 


Deputies would certainly be received with respect and sympathy in many 
~» ‘In conclusion I venture to express the bope that some of the many English 
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| Jews who, if I judge rightly, desire that the controversy between Zionists ang 
non-Zionists should now be followed by an attempt at co-operation, will give 
public expression, however briefly, to their opinion. By doing $0 they would 
perhaps exercise a valuable intluence on the mind of the Community,

Why Not a Referendum?

THE Epiror. 

Sin, —Twenty-three years ago I served my Zionist apprenticeship under 
Prag in the old days of the Chovevei Zion Movement. What a pity it is that 
while the pupil advanced by leaps and bounds the teacher lagged behind! An, 
body who has the Jewish cause at heart cannot help being touched by Mr. Prav 
appeal for unity. We are at the present moment B°ST79 NIG PM, at the partiny 
of the ways. Fhe whole-of Europe is in the melting pot, and so are our people 
With this difference, however, that while all nations have thew statesmen, the: 
teachers, their leaders, to look after their interests, our people are heaidle: 
leaderless, a piece of humanity without a soul, without life. Dry bones—bon 
everywhere! Ab, Herzl, Herz]! Why did youdie so young’? Why are yo, 
not with us to-day ’ 

What a pity Mr. Prag did not act up to his present sentime: 
before the Conjoint Committeee published their infamous Manifesto! One 
would like to forget and forgive; although the Committee's act is burnt in: 
the soul of every worthy Jew; one would wish to see at least the slightest sign 
of repentance in these people. But even Mr. Prag, who is the sweetest of th 
bunch, is still like the Kourbons—he forgets nothing and learns nothing. W ha: 
are Mr. Prag's arguments for unity? Not that our position here in England 
much threatened as is that of our brethrenall overthe world. not that itis time afte; 
two thousand years’ wandering in M173 to cry “so far and no further'” ©) 
no! That would not suit a supet-English Jewish patriot. The arguments \\r. 
Prag employs are old and threadbare; the same tune, the same song: ©u.: 
brethren in Russia will want us. Al! 1 wouldtell Mr. Prag is: “ Let our brethren 
in Russia alone.” Now that Nikolai is gone to Siberia, they are quite capable of 
looking after themselves. Let Mr. Prag and his associates wait till they are 
asked! Let Mr. Prag rather look after our interests here in England—which are 
becoming more and more threatened every day and our position more menaced. 
In my life I have been through two pogroms—one in Limerick (Mr. Prag visired 
Limerick at the time on behalf of the Board of Deputies) and one in Leeds. In 
the one in Limerick my body felt the pain but my soul remained untouched, 
because it knew the kindness of the Irish people. If that fanatical priest had no: 
appealed to their deep religious sentiment, there would have been no 
pogrom. But the pogrom in Leeds was not induced, it was spontaneou 
It sprang from the evil spirit innate in the mob. I felt outlawed, I fel: ! 
was a nobody, the sport of anybody. Any boy could spit in my face, and | 
dared not lift a finger to protect myself, because bebind that boy stood men 
and women, only waiting for the chance that my protecting myself wou'd 
yield .them as an excuse for attacking me. For days and days I could no: 
look my Christian fellow-men in the face. I wanted to hide myself—I felt i: 
would be better to be in a desert, or among savages. I hated and despised even 
the hypocritical sympathy of those-who I knew by their connivance, active or 
passive, were in heart with the persecutors of my people. Has Mr. Prag, or 
Mr. Claude Montefiore, or “ Diarist,” ever been in a pogrom?’ Have they ever 
had my experience’ Ofcourse not. Yet they wish to be the arbiters, not on'y 
of my destiny, but of the destiny of my cbildren | 

Mr. Prag, in his extensive eulogy of the defunct Conjoint, says: There was 
never any difference of opinion between the Community and the Conjoint. 0! 
course there wasn't! Who ever dared to express hostile opinion concerning the 
Conjoint? Was not all independent thought crushed’ Was not every man 
who exhibited the slightest independence ignored—snubbed, his communal 
life made a hell, until in despair or disgust he left it? Does Mr. 
Prag think that we have forgotten the treatment some of otir old and trusted 
Zionist leaders in England received at the hands of the gang of which the Con 
joint Committee was the centre. I{ so, be must suppose we have very skort 
memories, 

“With the exception of the recent Zionist controversy everyone was satisfied 
with the Conjoint,” says Mr. Prag, “and upon this we are, none of us, aware of 
the position that Zionists take up,” he adds. Sweet innocence! -Mr. Prag knows 
quite well what the Zionist programme is. With all due respect to my friend 
Dr. Weizmann, he or anybody else has no power to vary the Zionist programme a 
fixed by Congress. It is unalterable save by another properly constituted Congress. 
Aud the Basle programme, as it is called, stands good as.a statement of Zions! 
aims, namely, a legally secured publicly recognised Home for the Jewish peop! 
im Palestine. All else is detail. This ought to be quite clear to even the 
meanest mind, and if Mr. Prag is simply out to score a debating point, 
namely, that one Zionist says this and the other says that, he is welcome 
to it. Butit won't take us any further. Peace and unity, cries Mr. Prag. Yes, 
we all want it. But there are certain ideals and principles which are even dearer 
than peace, said Mr. Lloyd George in one of his recent speeches. Till the 
German Junkers learn to say restoration without stattering, declared the 
Prime Minister, we cannot talk about peace! And our answer to our Jewish 
Junkers here in England is like unto that: Till you have learnt to say “ Jewish 
Nation” without stuitering we cannot talk about peace! On that point there can 
be no compromise. Explain—yes or no—Mr. Prag, if you say “ Jewish Nation — 
without stuttering, mind—we can get on, then; and only then are you entitled ‘o 
ask: Do our people want Palestine, or do they not ? 

Well, as to this, as a private soldier in the Zionist ranks, I have a pro- 
position to make. Is the true will of the Jewish people in doubt? Are (he 
Junkers of the Community in doubt as to whether the Jewish masses desire | 
Palestine? Then I say, let us have a referendum. ‘The fate of every small 
nationality is to be settled by the method of the referendum. Why should not 
our fate be settled in the same way—by the will for good or for bad of the 
Jewish people? All other details such as whether we should in Palestine become 
a religious Community, a cultural Community (I wonder what “ Achad-Ha'am " 
thinks of his mew found friends!), or any other sort of a Community, cou!d be 
left for our people to settle when they themselves are once settled in their ow2 
Home in their ancient land.

build the wall high enough. We allowed too much 
-piritual dumping.” boys and girls must always 
be on your guard against allowing your surroundings to 
intluence you too much, and weaken your Jewish con 
eeiousness. »ou must put, as it were, a protective 
iarifi on imported goods, and maintain your Jewish 
individuality. You can make a pint Oo) milk two pote 
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by adding @ pint of water, but it doesn’t improve the 
milk! The Jewish milk is “richest in cream * (to quote 
a famous advertisement), and it will not do to adul- 


terate it.
